in the United States sub-treasury at 
Washington have just discovered 
that some ingenious rascals are dig- 
ging for gold in the hearts of double- 
eagle 
coins. 
A hole is bored 


through, tbe piece from one milled 
edge to the other without disturbing 
the face of tb« coin, and from this 
hole diverging ones are run in several 
directions, gold to the value ol about 
$4 being taken from each piece oper- 
ated on. The holes aru then plagse-l 
with metallic wire of sufficient MJIU- 
ciflo gravity to bring tho piece with- 
in legal liu,<t of lej->t current weight. 
Thus far, a coin of 1S75 aad one of 
1876 have been found debased iu this 
manner.

The Aahtebola disaster, says the 


MtdianioatJourrxtl, will increase the 
suspicion with which iron bridge* 
have always been regarded by a good 
mtny penon*. They will recall the 
terrible accident at Dixon, Illinois, 
on May 4th, 1873, wten a new irot 
Trnesdell bridge, believed to be in 
parfoot condition, fell under a orowc 
who had gat he red to witness a bap- 
tism, and many pur sons were horribly 
crushed and drowned. Other bridges 
that have unaccountably given away 
with less terrible results will lie 
brought to mind by every railroat 
man or builder. Therj ia no doubt 
that if security from falling ia alone 
considered, no sort of a bridge ia so 
snfe as a properly built wooden one 
kept m good repair. The reason is 
that the strength of timber* ia easily 
estimated and unsoundneat read it] 
detected, while on the other ham 
the strength of iron is dependent on 
subtle cbemiqal aiid luoleouhtr laws 
about which m$Bioi»ts are still in 
doubt. Constant jarring, for exam 
pie, creates a peculiar crystallization 
among the particles of an iroti bar or 
wheel which, without giving the 
slightest indication of itself, renders 
tho niatal linble to give way at any 
time. 
That iron in more brittlt 


in intense cold is a fact as cer 
tain at experience can make it. 
The 


scientists may be correct iu claiming 
that is not owing to ohanKes iu mole 
cular system of the iron itself, but i 
may in many cases be accounted for 
by the inelastic condition of roai 
beds aud the earth generally, which 
throws a much harder strain upon 
iron rails or any iron structures in 
zero weather. 
Moreover, the case* 


where fractured cannon, broken car 
wheels, axles, or otht-r iron fabrics 
show old cracks, rush marked, ball 
destroying the strength of the article 
and yet which have, agaiu and again, 
escaped detection from the closes 
examination, show how difficult it i: 
to tell when iron becomes unsound. 
even from tho simplest causes. It is 
not likely, however, that wood wil. 
ever coino back into general use for 
bridges. Aud such being the case 
this AsLtubula horror emphasizes 
once more the necessity of a more ex- 
haustive study of the chemistiy and 
molecular structure of iron. 
The 


vast nnd constantly increasing extenl 
to which it is entering into use for 
every species of building, makes this 
tho moat practical problem of mod- 
ern science. But while the scientists 
are about their task, the Legislatures 
have some thing to do. 
There is e.t 


present no federal or State law re- 
quiring any particular strength in 
bridges. Builders may make what 
they pieasc. 
Legiblatioa of course 


cannot, adequately deal with this com- 
plex matter, but what guarantee a 
proper law can afford.should prompt- 
ly be given.
